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WMS program update

WILMINGTON — Wil- 
mington Middle School 
Principal Dr. Jeanette 
Quirk and assistant princi- 
pals Brian Caira and Dan- 
iel Faircloth, along with 
Assistant Superintendent 
Christine Elliott, updated 
the School Committee at 
their latest meeting about 
the efforts to follow the re- 
commendations from the 
middle school’s program 
review. 

Superintendent Dr. Glenn 
Brand introduced the top- 
ic by explaining that the 
review brought out a long 
list of initiatives which the 
school leaders began im- 
plementing. He wanted to 
recognize that while some 
items have different time- 
lines than planned, they’re 
still moving forward while 
keeping the interim Wild- 
wood project in mind. 

Quirk started by saying 
that the Student Advisory 


time is going well and 
naming some of the re- 
cent lessons given to stu- 
dents during this time such 
as a Panorama lesson cal- 
led “Crest of Strength.” 
This and other efforts in- 
cluding Aspen review of 
student progress is intend- 
ed to help students identi- 
fy their strengths and 
growth opportunities at 
school. Students also com- 
pleted a Black History 
Month quilt during adviso- 
ry time. 

Brand next discussed the 
improvements related to 
social-emotional learning 
and school counselors. 
Firstly, he identified events 
like the Social-Emotional 
Learning and Family En- 
gagement Specialists hav- 
ing coffee with families 
and the Parent/Guardian 
University with sessions 
focusing on middle school. 
They were also trying to 
articulate the role of the 
school counselor vertically 
throughout the district and 


find ways to expand extra- 
curricular activities for 
middle school students. 

A new enrichment pro- 
gram to start this summer 
would bring collaboration 
between the Athletic De- 
partment, CARES, and 
the Recreation Depart- 
ment. These aim to encour- 
age community engage- 
ment. Brand also men- 
tioned the creation of a 
culture and climate com- 
mittee to complete an as- 
sessment of the school cli- 
mate. 

In unified arts, Quirk 
mentioned that they were 
determining an appropri- 
ate structure and schedule 
to adjust pacing of world 
language before they de- 
termine if updates are 
needed to courses. Another 
goal is to create more own- 
ership from students and 
move toward student-led 
conferences with teachers, 
part of which is underway 
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Planning Board recommends 
town land not be sold.

WILMINGTON — On 
Tuesday, March 21, the 
Planning Board’s meeting 
started with a joint public 
hearing with the Finance 
Committee to discuss a 
Town Meeting warrant 
article before further sepa- 
rate discussion. 

Planning Board Chair 
Terence Boland read Arti- 
cle 42 as proposed which 
would authorize the Select 
Board to grant the sale of 
town-owned land on Polk 
Street, over 10,000 square 
feet of land, for a sum of 
no less than $5,000. 

The applicant, Mark Nel- 
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son, explained that he is 
pursuing this sale of town- 
owned land as a last re- 
sort attempt to satisfy the 
Planning Board’s policy 
so that he can obtain a 
building permit for 12 Polk 
St. He mentioned he’s in- 
vested 15 years and $140,000 
trying to get the building 
permit and the town prob- 
ably spent over $200,000 in 
litigation in that time. 

“The Planning Board re- 
quires an 81G application 
with a paved street,” he 
said. “I have a land court 
decision issued in 2000 from 
a 1998 trial which states 
that private driveways are 
not subject to 81G.” 

He maintained that a cul- 
de-sac can’t be built on 
Polk Street because of ex- 
isting ledge and terrain. 
He also opposed the ease- 
ments that the town previ- 
ously requested of him 
before they would grant a 
building permit, including 
an easement for emergen- 
cy services, plowing, and 
sand and salt. 


“I’m trying to end 15 
years of litigation, save the 
town a bunch of money, 
and... retire in a single- 
family home,” he said. 

Nelson referenced at- 
tempts to add Polk Street 
to the official town map 
which failed in 2012 and 
2017. He also shared that 
he has been developing 
real estate in Wilmington 
since 1984 and developed 
a lot of the surrounding 
streets and houses. 

Finance Committee mem- 
ber Marianne Gallezzo 
asked if the property pro- 
posed for sale had yet 
been declared surplus by 
the town. Town Manager 
Jeff Hull replied saying 
that no action had been 
taken at that time and the 
property review commit- 
tee meeting. was _ sched- 
uled for the next day. 

Finance Committee mem- 
ber Chris DiOrio asked 
why the town would sell 
10,000 square feet of land

School Com. updates on PAC, 


food services and literacy

WILMINGTON — The 
School Committee heard 
presentations from the 
Boutwell School’s Parent 
Advisory Council (PAC), 
Food Services Adminis- 
trator Mary Palen, and 


Assistant Superintendent . 


Christine Elliott during 
their meeting this past 
Wednesday night. 

The parents from the 
Boutwell PAC, Stephanie 
Gauthier and Brianna 
Yokell, described their 
goals to the committee 
including implementing 
enrichment opportuni- 
ties, raising money to 
fund their efforts, appre- 
ciating and celebrating 
staff, purchasing learn- 
ing resources, and enga- 
ging and connecting fam- 
ilies through social me- 
dia. | 

Yokell named some of 
their fundraisers this 
year including an appar- 
el store, bake sale, and 
restaurant events. One 
event they put on was an 
animal show for the stu- 
dents. A few other up- 
coming events are a Tan- 
glewood Marionettes per- 
formance and a family 
fun night. 

A week-long teacher 
appreciation event is cur- 
rently being organized 
with a different surprise 
each day of the school 
week such as fun snacks 
and thank you notes 
from students. The PAC 
has been able to provide 
folders for parent-tea- 
cher communication and 
t-shirts for each child 
and teacher at the school. 

They have two Face- 
book groups where par- 
ents can ask questions 
and post about enrich- 
ment opportunities which 
help to increase connec- 
tion and communication. 
The School Committee 
thanked the PAC for 
their efforts. 

Food Services Adminis- 
trator Mary Palen upda- 
ted the committee on 
free meals and changes 
to the menu for students. 
She explained that this 
year, all meals are free 
for all students and paid 
for since the state ex- 
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tended the initiative. 
She noted that food 
service program debt 
from parents not paying 
for lunches has to come 
out of the school budget. 
Palen said she’ll be wat- 
ching for the approval of 
Governor Maura Hea- 
ley’s budget including 
$171 million for universal 
free meals at public 
schools for next year. © 
David Ragsdale asked 
about student reception 
of new menu items. Pa- 
len shared that they’ve 
returned to scratch cook- 
ing and introduced fresh 
fruits and vegetables, a 
new mac & cheese, and 
chicken wings. She said 
that they have taste tests 
with a few classrooms 
before they roll out these 
new items. 
Melissa Plowman won- 
dered how they’ve adjus-

. into other schools. Palen 


said that she moved 
some staff around but it 
mostly only changed the 
amount of food pre- 
pared. 

M.J. Byrnes asked 
about the herb garden 
and salad bar. Palen 
mentioned a grow sys- 
tem inside and an out- 
side garden where they 
grow fresh greens. 

Palen also showed the 
committee some of their 
breakfast items offered 
to students, testifying to 
the fact that they are 
healthy options with less 
sugar such as a whole 
grain Poptart. 

Assistant Superinten- 
dent Paul Ruggiero next 
delivered a financial re- 
port which showed that 
the school district had a 
balance of over $1.5 mil- 
lion in their revolving ac- 
count. 

Stephen Turner com- 
mented, “The school dis- 
trict does a fantastic job 
of managing the budget.” 

Ruggiero’s report came 
with two requests for 
moving budgeted funds 
for salary and circuit 
breaker purposes, both 
of which the committee 
approved. 

In another presenta- 
tion, Assistant Superin- 
tendent Christine Elliott 


introduced Literacy Co- 
ordinator Melissa Bet- 
tencourt as they shared 
a literacy update. Elliott 
highlighted some of Bet- 
tencourt’s experience 
and education. 

Elliott then shared that 
they continue universal 
screenings three times a 
year for all k-5 students 
with progress meetings 
in between. There are 
data meetings where stu- 
dent needs are identified 
through collaborative 
conversations and _ per- 
formance data to write 
intervention plans. 

The district provides 
professional development 
related to literacy for 
staff. She referenced 
some improvements in 
students being where 
they should be and a de- 
crease in the number of 
students requiring extra 
support by grade. She 
said that next year all 
students will be assessed 
using the same screening 
tool. 

Bettencourt next ex- 
plained that the current 
tool in use is Aimsweb+, 
but the Department of 
Elementary and. Secon- 
dary Education has only 
approved a tool called 
DIBELS, to which they’re 
looking to shift. Elliott 
said they already had 
been using DIBELS in 
part so the transition 
should be easier. 

Bettencourt also said 
that they’re looking to 
identify a comprehen- 
sive, evidence-based Eng- 
lish/Language Arts cur- 
riculum that focuses on 
foundational skills and 
reading comprehension. 
They plan to review sev- 
eral options to ensure 


. that they meet high stan- 


dards and build appro- 
priate skills in students 
before they run a pilot of 
two ' new curriculums 
from September to Janu- 
ary and identify a rec- 
ommendation to the 
committee next year. 
They formed a Literacy 
Committee of 29 staff 
members to assist in this 
regard. 

Elliott also announced 
the district’s receipt of a

Penalty relief: some taxpayers qualify to have their 
late-filing or late-payment penalties reduced or 
eliminated. This is done on a case-by-case basis, based 
on reasonable cause. Alternatively, where a taxpayer has 
a history of compliance, the IRS can typically provide 
relief under the First Time Abatement program. 
Taxpayers should review the Penalty Relief page of 
IRS.gov for more information. 

Offer in Compromise: some taxpayers qualify to settle 
their tax bill for less than the full amount due, through 
an Offer in Compromise. There is a $205 non-refundable 
OIC application fee; however, it is generally waived for 
individual low-income taxpayers. Offers require a partial 
payment of the offer amount except for offers filed based 
on doubt as to liability. The Offer in Compromise Pre- 
Qualifier tool can help. determine eligibility for 
individuals interested in applying.

Williamstown

ome say “West 
Mass is the best 
Mass” — why 
should the east- 
ern .part of the 
state have all the fun? For 
arts and culture, take a 
drive and visit Williams- 
town, the artistic heart of 
Western Massachusetts. 
This college town is tuck- 
ed in the state’s northwest 
corner, bordering New 
York and Vermont, and has 
long been a draw for art 
lovers. 

Williamstown is home to 
Williams College, one of 
the country’s top liberal 
arts schools. The 450-acre 
campus has historic build- 
ings aplenty, including the 
Hopkins Observatory, the 
oldest extant astronomi- 
cal observatory in the Uni- 
ted States. Williams’ al- 
umni list is long and pres- 
tigious, boasting presi- 
dents and senators, actors 
and artists. Notable grad- 
uates include Stephen 
Sondheim, Mika Brzezin- 
ski, and Elia Kazan, to 
name just a few. 

One of the most signifi- 
cant regional theater ga- 
therings in the country 
happens annually at the 
Williamstown Theatre Fes- 
tival. Founded in 1954 at 
Williams College, decades 
of productions and per- 
formers have made their 
way to this revered sum- 
mer theater. The festival 
has served as an incuba- 
tor of sorts for theater de- 
velopment, having trans- 
ferred many shows to 
Broadway — several of 
which would go on to win 
Tony Awards, Broadway’s 
highest honors. 

In 2002, the Williams- 
town Theater Festival won 
a Regional Theater Tony 
Award, which recognizes

For the fresh and locally 
grown produce lover, ear- 
ly spring New England 
produce offerings can be 
very limiting, leaving a 
noticeable deficit at the 
dinner table. 

Before you give up on 
fresh produce and head to 
the frozen produce aisle, 
you may want to consider 
a fairly unknown and lo- 
cally available springtime 
produce, Pea Greens. 

Pea Greens, also known 
as Pea Tendrils or Pea 
Shoots, are the young, ten- 
der vines of a pea plant, 
and are abundant in early 
to late spring. 

Not to be confused with 
Pea Sprouts, which are 
just the first few inches of 
new pea plant growth, Pea 
Greens offer a_ bright, 
herbal flavor with a touch 
of sweetness.

green, Pea Greens can be 
more expensive than oth- 


A Pea Greens, also known as Pea Shoots or Pea Tendrils, are locally available from 


excellence in theater out- 
side the Broadway circuit 
and provides grants to 
winners.

There’s no better display 
of Williamstown’s mag- 
netism for creative types 
than at Pappa Charlie’s 
Deli on Spring Street. Open- 
ed in 1976, the deli is fa- 
mous for its expansive 
menu of hot and cold 
sandwiches — all of which 
are named after celebri- 
ties who have _ passed 
through town. 

Fans of “Gilmore Girls” 
should try the Lauren Gra- 
ham or the Edward Herr- 
mann, while others may 
enjoy the Greek-inspired 
Olympia Dukakis or the 
Steven Weber, whose sign- 
ed picture hangs promi- 
nently on the wall.

for only $5,000. Hull ex- 
plained that the process to 
sell surplus property in- 
volves the surplus deter- 
mination, preparing a re- 
quest for proposals, ad- 
vertising the property, 
and selling it to the high- 
est bidder. 

Nelson spoke again to 
add that he’d written in his 
petitioned article that the 
property be used to build a 
turnaround. 

The joint public hearing 


then ended, and the Plan- 
ning Board switched rooms 
in the town hall to meet 
separately. 

At that point, Director of 
Planning and Conserva- 
tion Valerie Gingrich de- 
tailed that the board’s rec- 
ommendation would typi- 
cally be dependent upon 
the surplus determination. 
If the property is deemed 
surplus, they would then 
recommend it either be 
sold or maintained. 

Boland wondered if the 


sold property could be re-_ 


developed with houses. Pe- 
ter Moser asked if includ- 
ing a purpose for the sale 
would bring any legal 
trouble. Sean Hennigan 
agreed with the hesitation 
to place restrictions on 
the purpose. 

Randi Holland recalled 
that in previous sales of 
town-owned land, the town 
offers a discount for the 
property to allow a house 
to be built, and -in that 
sale they add language re- 
quiring a market value re- 
turn if the applicant re- 


sells the property. 

Boland asked if there 
was any method or pro- 
cess involved in splitting 
the lots, as the applicant 
proposed. Gingrich explain- 
ed that this would be al- 
lowed because the lots had 
been split before. She also 
mentioned that the town 
could create the municipal 
turnaround already with- 
out the sale of the land and 
without any easement. 

Angela Marcolina said, 
“The town’s. not going to 
do the work on this even if 


it could be done.” 

Boland then shared his 
opinion that building the 
cul-de-sac on this section 
of town-owned land would- 
n’t satisfy the board’s re- 
quirements anyway. He 
said it wouldn’t allow em- 
ergency access to 12 Polk 
St. Therefore, he couldn’t 
support the sale of the 
land even if it were deem- 
ed surplus. 

Marcolina suggested that 
it didn’t matter if the pro- 
posed turnaround wouldn’t 
complete the Planning 


Board’s requirements for 
12 Polk St. In her opinion, 
it was premature to make 
that claim before it came 
up for a site plan review by 
the board in their due 
process. 

The board first took up a 
vote to suggest the land to 
be sold if it is deemed sur- 
plus, which failed in a 2-3 
vote. They voted 3-2 ‘in fa- 
vor of suggesting the land 
be maintained if it is deem- 
ed surplus. This will be 
their recommendation for 
the Town Meeting.

The High Table, the group 
of shadowy crime lords 
that keep order. 

This time, the Table’ S 
sadistic frontman is a 
dandy called the Marquis, 
played with coiled menace 
by Bill Skarsgard, who 
spouts things like: "Second 
chances are the refuge of 
men who fail." But he's a 
secret coward, so feel free 
to boo loudly. 

The nine-fingered Wick 
wants to end his night- 
mare, naturally, by killing 
everyone. His too-cool fren- 
emy, Ian McShane's Win- 
ston, challenges him to 
think differently: "Have 
you learned nothing?" he 
asks the man who, to be 
honest, he shot in the last 
movie. "You'll run out of 
bullets before they run out 
of heads." 

Returning writer Shay 
Hatten, along with co- 
writer Michael Finch, have 
come up with a possible so- 
lution for Wick: Win an old- 
fashioned duel with the 
Marquis. Win and be free,

Advertise in Middlesex East Publications 


said about running with his daughter. 

When asked if it gets any easier, Hanson said it actually 
gets more difficult. Even though he’s “retiring” after this, 
Hanson said he would continue to fundraise for Nashoba 
Learning Group (and suggested if he did come back for one 
more marathon it would only be to help Nashoba Learning 
Group). 

To raise the money, Hanson used Facebook and the 
tried-and-true method of simply calling on friends and fam- 
ily for support. Because he works in the electrical trade, 
Hanson said he had a lot of customers, workers and friends 
to call upon for help. He said they made up 65 percent of 
the donations. 

Does he have a goal for this, last marathon? 

“TI just want to finish,” he admitted, “and enjoy the mo- 
ment and do it right.” 

_ He admitted he’s more excited than nervous to run with 
his daughter, saying the experience “is going to be great.” 

Hanson said his daughter ran in 2018, in the pouring 


rain, and finished in six hours. He added Conor and his wife - 


would be cheering them on from the Newton-Wellesley Hos- 
pital site. 

Even though Conor won’t be participating, Hanson said 
his son is very athletic and enjoys sports and loved to play 
Challenger baseball and hockey in Woburn. Unfortunately, 
he’s’ a little too old now, as many of the participants are 
younger (not to mention the fact Conor is very tall at six 
feet two inches). 

Conor actually started his schooling in Woburn before 
moving on to the League School in Walpole where they were 
better equipped to meet Conor’s needs. Once he finished 
there, he moved on to the Nashoba Learning Group where 
he currently resides. Hanson said the adult program has no 
age limit so Conor can remain there as long as he needs. 

Some of the money the Hansons raise will go to helping 
the organization move into a bigger facility. Hanson said 
the current setup has the two different groups - the day pro- 
gram for the younger set and the adult program - split into 
two different buildings. Nashoba Learning Group wants to 


house both programs on one big campus. 

When it comes to raising the last 20 or so percent, Han- 
son isn’t sweating it. He said as the date gets closer, people 
will realize they need to get in their donations. He’s become 
a pro at fundraising, anyway, having raised money for St. 
Jude Children’s Hospital and Autism Speaks in the past. 

However, he qualified for most of his previous marathons 
(meaning he didn’t have to fundraise for anyone). It wasn’t 
until 2016 where he didn’t qualify and began fundraising for 
Nashoba Learning Group. Now, without needing to post a 
certain time to qualify for the race, Hanson said the pres- 


sure is off and he can relax. 


Regardless, he’s not resting on his laurels, so to speak, 
as earlier this week he ran 20 miles to prepare for the race. 
He also gets in miles just walking around the various con- 
struction sites he visits every day (especially climbing up 


and down flights of stairs). 


Even though Hanson plans to stop running, he said his 


daughter should keep going. 


“She’s young and I’m passing the baton to her!” Hanson 


exclaimed.

Nashoba Learning Group’s mission is to enable children 
and adults with autism to function with the greatest possi- 
ble productivity and independence in the community, home, 
and workplace throughout their lives. 

NLG was founded by a small group of parents and pro- 
fessionals to provide the individualized, excellent program- 
ming needed by those more affected by autism who were 
not adequately served in their public schools. 

The first school opened in a church basement in 
Westford in 2003. In 2008, they moved to 10 Oak Park Dr. in 
Bedford, their main school location. In 2013, the organiza- 
tion opened its first adult program. 

Two years later, NLG expanded to 170 Lexington Road 
in Billerica. Last year, the organization grew to serve more

the date of my _ half 
marathon, how much I’ve 
run, and it built you up 
from there,” Castellano 
said of her training rou- 
tine.

VIRGINIA BEACH, VA/ 
BILLERICA, MA - The 
Shawsheen Tech wrestling 
team had a winter season 
for the history books. A 
CAC League title, a State 
Voc title, a second place

Last weekend, the Rams. 


added yet another accolade 
to their impressive season 
resume. They sent four 
wrestlers to the 2023 
NHSCA High School Na- 
tionals, including freshman 
Dom Dicenso (132-pound 
weight class), sophomore 
Bray Carbone (120-pound 
weight, class), sophomore 
Sidney | Tildsley (126-pound 
weight class), and junior 
Caleb Caceres (132-pound 
weight class). 

Also competing in Vir- 
ginia was Tayla Tildsley 
(145-pound weight class), 
sibling of Sidney Tildsley, 
who is currently taking a 
post graduate year at 
Phillips Andover following 
attending Shawsheen Tech. 

Although any high school 
wrestler could pay and 
enter the tournament, due 
to the four wrestlers plac- 
ing at the division one state 
tournament, Shawsheen 
sponsored their entry. 

“It’s a great accomplish- 
ment for them of course,” 
said Rams head coach 
Doug Pratt. “It just shows 
the work that they put into 
this sport. The one great 
thing about all three kids 
that went to this national 
tournament is_ they’re 
three sport athletes. So 
they’re not just one sport 
guys, they don’t just con- 
centrate on one _ sport, 
which I think is phenome- 
nal. 

“A lot of those guys out 
there are only wrestlers, 
they don’t do anything 
else,” he said. “For them 
to make it on that stage 
and compete on that stage 
with a third of the year 
putting in the time to each 
sport, commends how tal- 
ented they are and how 
driven they are to compete 
with the best in the na- 
tion.” 

Headlining the weekend 
in Virginia were the Tild- 
sey siblings, each placing 
second and earning All- 
American honors. 

“He had an unbelievable 
weekend,” said Pratt of 
Sidney. “He wrestled unbe- 
lievable this weekend. All 
year he’s done it, but to do 
it on this stage and get to 
the finals as a three sport 
athlete (is incredible). Not 
many three sport athletes 
make it to the finals of a 
national tournament in 
wrestling.” 

Sidney went 6-1 on the 
weekend, winning six mat- 
ches in a row to earn a bid 
in the finals. He beat Ash- 
ton Leegaard of Wyoming 
in a 13-5 major decision, 
Kiowa Vines of Alabama 
by pin at 1:46, Asher Wat- 
son of North Carolina by 
pin at 2:54, and Tj Allison 
of Pennsylvania in a 13-5 
major decision for a per- 
fect 4-0 first day of action. 

On the second day, he 
outlasted Adam Butler of 
Ohio in a 10-7 decision as 
well as Manuel Saldate of 
Nevada in a 6-4 decision to 
set himself up for a finals 
match on the last day of 
the tournament. _ 

Ultimately, he fell to tal- 


ented Billy Dekraker of 


New Jersey in a 5-1 deci- 
sion to claim second place 
and All American honors. 

To coach Pratt, the sky's 
the limit for the already 
accomplished sophomore. 

“He’s already got two 
New England titles under 
his belt and two All-State 
titles under his belt right 
now,” he said. “Every year 
is different but he’s on 
track to do some special 
things as an athlete. for 
Shawsheen.” 

Right next to Sidney was 
Tayla, also placing second 
while posting a 3-1 tourna- 
ment record.
